AS A MAN THOM ABROAD VIEWS US. 



Pen Pictures of Our Greatest Breeding Farms by 
a Competent English Writer. 



Lnst spring Mr. Edward Moorhousp. one of the 
editors of that adiuirahh* turf publication, The 
r.Kiodstoi-k I’.rccdcrs’ Iliiviow. lanic to this country 
:md spent soiup time in inspection of our leading 
thoronglibrod ljr«*eding establishniciits ami in wit- 
m-Nsiiig some of our racing. Iteturning to Engl.-itid 
lie put his impressiens into n eomprehensive article 
in the Itreeders’ Iteview. His deseription of our 
bloodstock nurseries is so well told and so full of 
information of decided interest, that Daily Racing 
Form will lay it before its readers in a series of 
installment'*, of which tlie following is the fourth; 

(Fourth Installimait. ) 

The district of which I.e\ington is the center is 
an area in a high state of cultivation. The moiety 
umler grass reieives careful attention, though I 
gatiicred from answers to imiuiries I inaile that it 
does not receive dressings of lime and jihosiihates 
v.hicli English and Irish pastures periodically re- 
ceive. Onl.v receiitl.v h:ive some stud masters in 
Kcntuck.v thought it advisahh; to make applications 
of crushed liir.e to tladr grass. 'I'lien. again, the 
b* nefh i.il services of cattb* are not taken advantage 
of to the same extent as in England :iml Ireland. 
'Phe practice <*f running horses and cattle together 
is Very rarely resorted to. These and <dher details 
might. I think, b»* studied witli profit b.v .Vmerican 
bri'oilcrs. .Nevertheless, the fact nunains that 
wonderfully fine grass fields are met with all over 
tile Jtlue Erass n gion. A portion of nearly ever.v 
f:irin is devoted to the cultivation of tobacco, and 
tlie barns in which the leaf is matured are a con- 
spi<-m»us fe;itT;re of the l.ind.scape. Apart from 
these structures, the <*ountr.vside is ver.v much like 
that one finds in many parts of England. Only 
hedges are m‘cded to complete the picture. Many a 
1 iin • as 1 pas.sed along the road Is-twcen Li'xii'.gton 
:ind Faris I suddenly realized that for several 
minutes I had been uneonsi-ious of the fact tliat 
I was a sojourner in a foreign land. Tlie home- 
like snrrotimiings lulled me into a sense of fa- 
miliarit.v. 

The d;i> befon* I reaehed KentU'ky the twelve- 
day spring race meeting at Lexington had opened. 

I attended it nine of t!ie remaining eleven da.vs. 
It was at om-e an .advantage ami a disadvantage 
tliat tny visit to these jiarts eoincided with t!u* 
racing carniv.-il. Wliile I ijad tlie frcipicnt oppor- 
tunities of Itccoming :ici]uainted with the men v.lio 
:ire a power in turf and bias ding cireh s of Ken- 
tueky, witli the spirit and enthusiasm that ani- 
mate them, with the ipialities and, perchance, 
sliorteoinings <»f tl:e liorsi s I saw comiiefing and 
witli the distinguishing fi-atures of American rae- 
ing. faciliti(*s for in.>iH*cting the m.an.v stud fanns 
in tin* localit.v wen* ef neci*ssity greatly curtailed. 

I did, ill f.ict, rcacli several of tliein, hut, as a 
rule, my st.iy was very brief. If, therefore, my { 
references to these establistimeuts sis ui uinlui.v 
e;isnal and mip.irdoiiahl.v hrief, the reason Iia.s heen 1 
explained. I can assure all and sundry of the 
proprietors that I esteemed it a pri\ilege to Ik; 
permitted to pass within tlieir gates and spend the 
little time available “Inliind tin* seeries.” 

There has been racing at I.i<*xington, on the site 
of the present ra.ee eours<*. for close niHui a hmulivd 
years. Many a horse, famous in tlie annals of 
American turf and stud, has lH*cn put to the test on 
tills track, Alice rarueal and her celebrated son. 
Lexington, among them. Since those far off days 
ideas have changed The Lexington course, an oval, 
just alMUit a mile in circumfereme. has became a 
wee bit anthpiated. Its imiHTfections can. how- 
ever, Is* forgiven it b.v reason of its precious liis- 
toriciil associations. Epsom ;ind Fhester have their 
bitter detractors, but when* is the iconoclast who 
Would wipe them off tlie iiiapV Earlier on I alluded 
to the preponderance of sprints in the Lexington 
program. Tliis is tlie more unfortunate because of 
the nature of the course. A four-furlong race, tlie 
first half of whiih is run round a shari» turn, is 
:ipt to degenerate into a s< ramble, in which luck 
ld;iys a disproiMirtioiiate part. And the case is not 
mu<*h hi*tter win n the distance is extended to five 
or six furlongs. The <*liief aim of a joikey is to 
jump off in front and keep there. There is no 
seopt* for the exercise of fi;icsse and the finer arts 
of horsemanship. In the great majorit.v of the 
races 1 saw at I>*xington the winner was lying 
eiiher first or second when turning into the 
straight. Even in contests over a mile riders of 
the favorites preferred to be in the van all the way 
if iKissibl*. When I suggested that a stmight 
five furl. >iig course would add greatly to the amen- 
ities of the establishment I v.as told that the public 
alNtmiiiate straight tracks. Tliere is one of seven 
furlongs at Itclniout Dark, near New York. When 
1 saw it I ventured to praise the bold siiirit who 
conceived the idea but 1 was given to understand 
there would be some difficulty iu iK*rsuading the 
.average racing man to contribute to a moiiuinent 
in his honor. The inevitable inference is that 
Americans desire that the spectacular siile of rac- 
ing slia.ll not be sairificid to otiier considerations. 

I can now appreciate !uore complett*ly tlian hereto- 
fore the fiM'ling of ainiizenient which overwhelms 
our trails- Atlantic cousins wlu*n they attend for 
the first time one of our Newmarket meetings, es- 
pecially if it is Fesarewitch day. when half of the 
chief raee on the program is decided out of sight. 

The Lexington meeting, to which 1 am alluding, 
was a wonderfully successful affair. Attendances 
were giMid all the way through, especially when 
tliere w.is a feature on the curd a little out of the 
ordin.ir.v. One afternoon the governor of the state 
and his graeions lad.v lent their patronage, and 
towards the elose of the meeting tliere was an in- 
flux of prominent eastern sportsmen, who had 
“looked in.” so to say, on their way to I.iOuisville 
for the Kentiuky Derh.v. Senator Fall, of New 
Mexico, who was to submit Mr. Roosevelt’s name 
to the Republican convention at ('liicago, was also 
there with his frii*nd Mr, Price McKinney, and I 
eame across Mr. Rowe, tlie New Y'ork Jo<-key Flub’s 
registrar of tlie stud book. I had the pleasure of 
making the aciiuaintance of Mr. and Mrs E. R. 
P.radley, and lM*fore leaving the district spent a 
night with them at their lM*autifuI place near 
I,.exington. the Idle Hour Farm, of which more 
anon. Rut if I were to mention all the notable 
and agreeable people I met 1 should have a long 
list to write. There is one more I must name. 
It is Fateshy Woodford, the importer of Star Shoot, 
who has lM*en so successful a sire in the United 
States. Until recently Mr. Woodford, whose 
home is near Paris, was the iiresident of the 
Kcntuck.v Racing Association, His successor in the 
office is ex-Scnator .1. N. Famden, who xvas un- 
happily iircvented by ill-liealtli from attending the 
meeting. This was the more regrettable because 
three <»r four races were won by bis horses. It was 
particularly gratifying to many of us to see Mr. 
JlaieaK-k’s smart filly. Embroidery, by Felt, win 
two races with eonsummate ease. She and Mr. 
Famden’s horses are under the care of J. C. Milam, 
who sadilled no f.*wer than thirteen winners during 
the Iwi Ive days. 

An interesting happening the foiirtli day was the 
appearance of John Sanford’s colt George Smith in 
a raee over a mile and a sixteenth for a purse of 
1$700. This was his first public outing as a three- 
year-old. and as he was alread.v regarded as a very 
likely winner of the Derby to be run at Louisville 
twelve days later bis appearance and performance 
were ii.ilurally ilosel.v sirutiuized. He was just 
beaten by the five-year-old mare Rayberry Candle 
to which he was giving two ixnin.'ts, and Ills ad- 
mirer^ were perfect l.v satisfied. “The Derby is all 
over.” was a remark I heard. Had the speaker 
forgotten Star Hawk? I wondered. The last day 
of the meeting 1 saw a fine cliestnut two-year-old 
<*olt n.inied Harry Kelly, b.v ITtiiniis. win the 
Rn*edcrs’ Futurity iu impressive style. In doing so 
lie heat a better favorite in Westy Hogan, and eov- 
en*d the five-eighths in seconds, which clipped 

one ami two-fiftlis of a second off the track record. 
This seemed to iiidieute that Harry Kell.v is as 
good as lie looks, and the “eognoeenti” predicted 
that he had a brilliant career ahead of him. His 
owner is J. W. Schorr. 

Great importance is attached to the timing of 
races in America. They do not tell you of the 
rivals a horse has beaten but of the time he has 
“done” and the weight he carried. “Floekers” are 
very busy on the training track every morning, and 
even during the intervals b<‘tween races. No sooner 
is the course clear tlian, as a rule, several horses 
are breezed over various distances. These diversions 
greatly tend to lessen the tedium of waiting for 
the next event. Another iiocnliarity, if 1 may so 
term it, which I came across during my travels was 
the praeti<*o of Judging a horse’s condition by 
weight. At many studs it is the custom to weigh 
n stallion or yearling at regular intervuis. I was 
frequently nonplussed when asked how iniich I 
thought some English stallion or other weighed. 
In America stallions are more often than not called 
“studs.” 

Readers of the Review are well aware that it has 
l»een a i»ersistent adviK*ate of the pari-mutuel form 
of betting. 1 learn that during my absence abroad 
this advocacy has lieen taken up in other quarters. 

I am very pleased to hear it. If these new cham- 



pions of the total izji tor want further evidence to 
I strengthen their cas»* lot them seek it in Kentucky, 
wliore it has now bocn ill oporation alsMit ton .vears. 
U has olfootcd a woiidorful iiiiprovoiiiciit in raoing 
in that state. Refon* tlie adiqition of the pari- 
mutuel the average value of tlie purses offered at 
Lexington was $200 or $250. At the present day 
no race is worth less tlian $.500 or 100 iMuinds, and 
prizes of .$700 and $SiK) .ire quite common. This 
r»*m:irkable dovi hqtniont is due solel.v to the en- 
haiic(*meiit of tlio inronio of the racing assoi'iation 
h.v :i dedm tion of 5 per cent from the nione.v in- 
vestod in the “tote.” ."^.ome of the bigger liettors 
do not like the maeliim*. and find a way of in- 
vesting their morn .v elscwher**; but the general puli- 
lic are in h»v<* with the pari-niutuel. convinced as 
thc.v are tliat it is the fairest method of betting. 
’I'he smallest unit that «an be invested is $2. or 
i*ight shillings. It is delilH r.itel.v fi\i d as high as 
that in order to cli»*ck betting by those Avith slender 
purses. At Lexington the biggest unit in oiH‘ration 
is $10, but at Louisville there are machines at 
wiiich the unit is .$25. The primitive system of 
working tie* ]i:iri-niutuel whieli still obtains (or 
obtained before tin* war! in France has in Kentuck.v 
lM*en sniM*rso(h*d b.v an automr.tic aiiparetus. Ry 
touching a lever, the att' ndant who hands .aou your 
tiek'*t registers, Avith one movement, tlie total 
amount that lias bi*en put on tin* horse you have 
h.M-ked with tin* additio.’i of your bet, and also the 
aggregate that has gone on all the runners backed 
at that |)articular ma< bine. 'riius, h.v a little 
<:ilcnIatioii. you eaii tell, roughly, the state of 
the odds. I believe these automatic registers ar*^ 
also lued in .New Zeal.imL A isquilar mode of 
betting in Kentucky is to back a horse for a 
“plaie” (which means 1. 2), or for a “sIioav,” 
otherwise. 1. 2, 5, Moiie.v thus invested is dealt 
with separately, and the “dividend” returned is 
often surprising. ’I’o quote one cas<^. a winner on 
tlie eightli day at Lexington Avas returned ito tlie 
$2 unit! at .$<5.20 cents for a Avin. $4.70 for a 
“plaec.” and $3.<50 cents for a “sliow.” Tliat is 
nothing out of the common, however. Some curious 
anomalies crop up at times. Another Avinner re- 
turned .'J 75. '‘•ill for a Avin. or nearly .'{7 to 1, but only 
12>:.. to 1 for a “plaee” .-nd a mere 3'_. to 1 for ii 
‘VlioAV.” 5 ou i*an bet for a “pl:iee” Avhen there 
are only five runners. At one hu-ation yon ma.v in- 
vest .$<5 “jieross the iMiard,” Avhich means you are 
on .$2 eaeli for a Avin. “place” and “show.” it 

lias to be adniitTed tli.it the ]iari-inutuel form of 
bi'ttir.g is ealcuiated t > ir.v one’s temper Avhei; tl:Cro 
is ;i crowd like that which attei*dcd on D*rhj' ila.v 
at Louisville. Yon have to take your plaec* iu a 
long qm ue <,f investors, and. unless ,vou aro earl.v 
I n ti e scene. Avait e. long time before you can mak** 
.veiir bit. That trouble only o«curs, however, on 
exceptional (•ccasions. 

Tliere Aven* otiicr fe;i tares of tlie I.exington meet- 
ing on Avhicli I might dwell, s.ieli as the low prie s 
of admission to the stand.'>: tiie firm control tin* 

managers huA*e over the joekeys; the iiumlx r of ra<*es 
for Avhith hers, s ean he iiomin:tte<l Avithout payment 
of any entrance fee; the conipieti ness of each day’s 
program, ever.v horse entered iu but Avliat are ealled 
stake races. b.*iiig eompellcd to go to the post r.n- 
less the special i»ermisNion of the stewards (granted 
onl.v in exceptional ca.'es) is obtainei’ f».r their Avith- 
drawal; the saddling of horses in stalls numbered 
to eorrespo;id with tl:osi* on tl:e eard; and otlier de- 
tails of a like < haracter. all tending to good order 
and the quick dis)iatcii of the business of tiie day. 
Rut I must liurry on. 

TIk* last stud we Avere at Avas that at Ellerslie; 
the next to Av<iicli 1 Iiave to refer is tliat oAvned 
h.v Mr. llanetM-k mar Paris, a mile or so along the 
Winchester piki*. Here it was tiiat 1 renewed ac- 
quaintance with tliat good horse VYrack, Avliom I :is- 
sisted last autumn in buying for ni.v host. The 
formation of tlic Fhiiborn Stud, as it is called, d.ites 
from the arrival of Wrack from Engl.-ind. Pre- 
viously it Avas Avorkci! jjs an ordinary farm, hut it 
h.is easil.v been adaptcil to tlie purjioses of a stud. 
'File necessary embellishnients will be added in tie* 
near future. Not that Mr. Hancock is .’iddieted to 
(*\traA'agaiiee in tliat direction. He pins his faith 
to utilitic's rather than ornamentations. 

I should find ;i difficiilly in <*onve.ving to iny 
readers an adequ.ite id.*a of the entlinsiasni Avitii 
whiih Mr. Hancock and nian.v of his friends among 
breeipTs regard Wrack. So f.ir he lias more than 
fulfilled tlicir ir.ost s.inguine expectations. He has 
taken to stud life Avilh alacrity and done his work 
most s;itisfactorily during his first season. All tin* 
tliiii.v- five marcs with wliom hi* Avas mated are b«*- 
liev'*d to Im* in f«ml. Man.v of these mares are 
first-rate individuals, so that there Avill be no ex- 
cuse for till* son o£ Robert le Diable and Samphire 
if results an* not satisfa<*tor.v in due course. No 
horsi* could look better than Wrack did on the sev- 
eral occasions I saw him. He Avas “fighting fit.” 
;uid yet perfectl.v tractable. W’hcn he reuchi*d 
Ameriea he had a hogged mane. The hair is noAV 
bt'iiig allowed to grow, and in its present state 
gives him a soiacAvliat rakish apiK*arance. Among 
W’r.ick’s greatest admirers is Mr. Han(*oek’s little 
son and heir. 1 heard him offer all sorts of sums 
in didlars to induce his father to sell the horsi*. 
Asked if In* could produce the niuiiey, he said he 
would try to borrow it I Not so bad fur a ye'.ingster 
of seven. The continuauce of tlie Ellerslie ami 
FlailMirue Studs sediis to be assured for another 
generation or tAvo. an.VAvay. The (’laiborne prop- 
(*rty extends to .''<MI aeres, ami Mr. Hancoek has an 
additional farm near Lexington which can be used 
in eoiiiiection xvith the stud if necessary. 

A visit to Mr. Faniden’s stud near Versailles AA’as 
arranged for the first Sunday I spent in the Rlue 
(trass region. To reaeh it am* h :d to motor through 
Lexington and tlieii twenty miles or so along the 
road to the idd city of Frankfort, th * capital of j 
tin* state. Mr. Famden, thougli still something of 
an invalid. Avas able to I'ccoiupaiiy us rnumi his 
barns and paiidoeks. This f.:rm. \vlii«*h <*overs 

1.(500 acres, adjoins the W'oodimrn estate belonging 
to the Alexander fainil.v, and Avhere tlie stallions 
Lexington and imp. Australian \Aere quartered for 
many yens, Mr. Famden has for eighteen years 
had in his employ a c«dored man named Henry 
Overton, Avl'.o, wlien a boy, Aveigliing (55 pounds, 
w.is srtld as ;i slave to Mr. R. A. Alexander, of 
W'uodburn. liemy, as everybody calls him. A\as at 
once drafted into tin* stables ;:nd taught to ride. 
He remained at W’oodhurn forty- tiiree years — until 
he Avent over to Mr. I'amdeii. All Avlio kaoAV 
Henry have tlie gre.itest respect for him. He has 
charge of Mr. Famdeii’s bloodstock, and takes a 
ver.v keen interest in his duties ami respon.sibilities. 
Having lea:*m*d tliat he liad charge of I..exington 
for several .A’cars. I plied him Avith some questions 
about ticit famous horse. It is generally stated 
that he stood 15.3, hut Henry thinks lie Avas nearer 
1(5 hands. He had tremendous lung power, and it 
Avas said that Avlien he aahs out at exercise his 
neigh could Iu* heard five miles aAvay. Wlien at 
the stud, ;'.ml afflicted Avith blindness, lie aams al- 
Avays good tenii»ered, thougli n man had to ride 
him becau.se no bo.v Avas strong enough to control 
him. Even the men Avho used to ride liiin had 
sooner or later to suffer the indignity of being un- 
saddled. Ivi‘xlngton would never rest satisfied un- 
til he had demonstrated that he could unseat them. 
Henry is inclined to tliink that the liorses of fifty 
years ago Avere lK'tt<*r tempered tlian those of the 
pn'sent day, though he maintains that, Avith very 
r.ire exceptions, stallions can be mastered b.v per- 
sistent kindness. He had a fcAV notoriousl.v vicious 
animals to handle in his time, but by setting to 
Avurk to ciinvinee them that he Avas tlieir friend he 
has quickly brou.ght tliem to an aineiiible frame of 
iniiid. With regard to Australi.in. Henry said he 
Avas a great sire and a grand horse. Robert Alex- 
amler on one occasion refused $20,000 for him. 
Foxhall was bred at W’oodburn, and here is the 
story of the AV.iy in Avliieh lie eame to he bought 
by the late .Tanias R. Keene, A Mr. Rathgates, 
who Avas Mr. Keene’s buying agent. Avent to W’oml- 
burn in 1S75) to see Mr. Alexander’s yearlings. 
After looking them over ho remarked that they 
Avere a very nice lot. W’liile he Avas returning to 
Lexington he met Henry Overton. After Mr. Rath- 
gates had explained that he had seen the yearlings, 
Henry sild to him; “There is one colt in that lot 
that is Avorth 300 acn*s of blue grass.” Impressed 
by Henry’s confidence, Mr. Rathgates returned 
Avitli him to W’oodhurn and had another look at tlie 
yearling n*ferred to. “I saw him make a memor- 
andum of what I had told him.” said Henry, “and 
he must afterAA'ards have handed it to Mr. Keene. 
Anyway, Mr. Rathgates having died lH*foi*e the sale 
of our yearlings. FoL Sanders Rrnee, av!io came in 
his plaee. asked me if I reineiulK*red the couA’ersa- 
tion about tlie colt, and did I adhere to wdiat I had 
said. I told him 1 was still convinced that the 
colt Avas a wonder. ‘And Avhat is more.’ I con- 
tinued, ‘ you Avill prolmhly l>e able to buy him for 
$000 or less, lK*eause he is b.v a horse Avhieh lias 
never got a Avinner and out of a mare Avhieli could 
not Avin a race herself . and this is her first foal.* 
If I renieml>er rightly. Folonel Rrnee bought the 
eolt for $(550, And that Avas Foxhall, by King 
Alfonso out of Jamaica, which, as a three-year-old, 
Avon the Grand Prix de Paris, the CesareAvitcli, the 
Cambridgeshire and otlier races.” 

Versailles is in W’oodford County. Somebody 
once said that “the Rliie Grass region is the 
garden of the world, and W’oodford County the 
asparagus l>ed of the garden.” W’ithoiit endorsing 
that fanciful hyperbole, I can truthfully say it is 
a A-ery charming district. Mr. Camden’s estate 
not only has l)eaut.v to Ixmst of; it comprises some 
excellent land. The mares, foals and yearlings 
Avere all in Aory good fettle. This autumn the 
group mares Avill be enlarged by the arrival from 
England of Double Dark, by Dark Ronald 

out of Dark Agnes, half -sister to Pommern’s 
dam. She has a eolt foal by Matchmaker and has 
been mated with Lemberg. Raroniie, by Melton 
out of Raroness lu Fleehe was bought for Mr. 
Famden at last December Sales. She reached 
Versailles quite safely, but a few days afterwards 



died A'cry suddenly. This aa'.ts a great loss, because 
mares uf that line are not easily found. Mr. 
F.iiiidi n has tAvo stallions, one tin* v< teraii Ren 
Rrusli, now 2.'1 .a oars old; tin* other, Peter (juiiice, 
an el**veii-year-old son of ('oniniandu. Ren Rriish 
carried his years Avell and is still in ai tive service. 
He is h.v Rrainble, by Ronnie Scotland, wliich Avas a 
sou of Queen Mary. Ren P.rush won the Kentucky 
Derby and many other races, and is the sire of 
Delhi and Rrooinstick. to mention only two «.f a 
long list of successful progeny. In *Ren Rriish, 
Rrooinstick, Whisk P.rooni and .vearlings and foals 
I saw five generations of this highl.v successful 
family. Peter Qnin«*e. a good h.Kiking chestnut 
horse, is getting useful stock. Next season there 
will Ih* a notable addition to the sires at Mr. 
Famdeii’s stud. Ry tlie time this Review is in the 
Isands of its readers the J’.ritisli P.loodstock Agency 
Avill have eompleted the purchase from Lord Derh.v 
of Light P.rigade (IhlO), by Pietoii out of Rridge 
of Siglis. by Isinglass out of Saiit.i Rrigida, the 
dam of Rridge of Fanny. The sale was provisioii- 
all.v arranged some months ago. Light Rrigade 
is a horse of such exrellem-e. no matter from Avhat 
IMiint of vii*w he is regarded, that he ean scarcely 
fail to lie very successful at the stud in America, 
(’ertain it is tliat nis'uy Eiiglisli breeders will re- 
gret to learn the horse is al>out to be exported. 
In sundry A\ays 5Ir. Famden is displaying his 
keen desire to fnrtiicr the Avelfare of the American 
thoroughbred. There is no Kentuckian more re- 
spected than he, and the turf is safe enough so 
long ::s men of his standing and attainments come 
forward to support and superintend it. For t!ie 
inoineiit. the chief eoneern of his many friends 
is to see Mr, ('aniden fully restored to health and 
vigor. Fortunately this is merely a matter of 
care and time. 

“Reamnoiit” aams the next farm I visited. This 
is Avlieri* Price Headley has liis stud. I had al- 
ready come to know >lr. Headley by meeting liini 
eacli ila.A' at tin* races. He is one of tin* younger 
men AvIio are helping to “carry on.” but lie is not 
afraid to assume big responsihilitii s. Tliis stud of his 
is a large estalilislnncnt. at wliieh no fcAAcr than five 
stallions are located. 'Fli.it Mr. Headle.v stands avcH 
with the members of tie* raiing and breeding coin- 
inunit.v is evidenced by the fact that he is the pn*si- 
dent of tlie reiently formed Kentucky Thoroughbred 
lh>rse Association, aa I'lganization Avhose aim it Avill 
be to safeguard tin* interests and promote tlie wel- 
fare of all engaged in tiie propagation of blood- 
stock. It was my luivilige to attend. :is a guest, 
the first annual dinm*r of the association, held at 
tin* Plioenix Hotel. Li*;vington, on May (5. W’e had 
Avitty .ludge Fharles Kerr in the chair, and were 
favored Avith speeches by Governor Stanley. (Jen- 
W’. P.. Ilr'.ldeman of Louisville (:; member of the 
Kcntuck.v stati* P.aring (’omnii«*sion), Adjutant-Gen- 
ei'al .1. Tand.A’ Ellis, and Mr. Sliouse. a nieinlM*r of 
Fongress. To iii.v utter astonishment and discom- 
fiture. I Avas called upon t<» make a contribution 
to the proceedings. Otlmrwise it Avas a highly 
Micci ssful gathering. It Avas gooil to hear tlio 
leading men in tin* state pay handsome, and ob- 
vionsl.v heartfelt, tributes to tlie great service 
■horse breeders A\ere rendering to the nation, and to 
liavi their assurance tliat in Kentucky, at any 
rate, legislation of a hanquring cliaractcr need not 
Ik* feared. It av:is annoumed that several Mary- 
land siKirtsmen had lM*eome members of the ucav 
association. ’I'liis is as it should be, for it Avas 
M.iryland alone that helped Kentuek.A' to keep rac- 
ing going in the dark da.As tliat foliowed the sup- 
pression of the sport in Ncav York ami other states. 

'I’liere are 1100 acres of paddocks at Ibaiiinont 
Farm, and 450 more on another farm not far aAvay. 
Mr. Headley has. then fore, ample aeccinmodation 
for his congregation of tliorouglibreds. Fircum- 
stances conspiivd to make my visit a very short 
one, and I Avas niercl.v able to inspect the stallions 
and a fcAV of the yearling colts,* some of Avhieli 
haA'c since been sold privatel.v to Mr. Macomber. 
the oAA*ner of Star llaAvk. The stallions at Reau- 
mont. Avliieh is two miles out of Lexington, on the 
Harrodshurg road, are Uiieh*. by Star Shoot; 
('oek o’ (lie W’alk. b.v I’eeii o’Day: P*uck- 

lioin, by Rrooinstick; Jack Atkin, b.v Sain, and 
Ivan the Terrilde, by Pirate of Penzance, a son 
of Prince ('harlie. The pride of the stud is I’ncle. 
a magnificent chestnut horse, Avitli four Avhite 
socks. He stands just nmler 15.3, shows great 
masculine character, has a fine head and neck, 
and a Avenderfnl liind leg. Rreil b.v Mr. Madden, 
ite Av.is sohl as a tAvo-year-old to Sam Hildreth for 
$30.('(K). and Avas afterwards owned liy the late 
.Mr. Kohler. avIio had him at the stud in France 
at tiie time of his death. Asked Iioav the liorse 
A\:is kejit in the splendid condition in Avhicli I saAV 
him, Mr. Headley replied: “In addition to Avalk- 

ing exercise, lie is daily cantered twice and gal- 
lopctl twiie round a iialf-mile track in one of our 
paddocks,” Tl.e yearlings hy Uncle .are tin* first of 
iiis get since he returned from France. I brought 
away Avith m * a vivid inental picture of a superb 
chestnut colt by Uni le out of I^lanntess, Avliich Avas 
one of the fcAV yearlings I liad lime to see. In 
Kentm*ky breeding circles Uncle is regarded as a 
tower uf strength, and easily commands a fee of 
$.500— a very liig one in America. 

Another da.v a\v took a run cut to the aacII- 
ippointed Nursery Sliid. owned by August Rel- 
mont. Tills is Avliere Lock Sand stood Avlien he was 
in America, AvIiere 'Fracer^* and Norman III., and 
tlie man.v other liorses that li:ive <*arried Mr. P.el- 
luont’s eidors in Lngland. Averi* bred. Fur the time 
lj<*ing Ibe president of the New York JiM-kc.r ( lub, 
Avhom 1 met at Relniont Park, is turning his at- 
tention more closel.v to American racing. The AA'ay 
in wliieh he and Mr. W’liitney are assisting tlie 
revival of the sport in the states is greatly ap- 
preciati d. 

'I'lie most notable of the younger stallions at the 
Nmscry Stud is Fair I’la.v by Hastings out of Fairy 
(b id (l»y Rend Or), the dam of Golden Measure. A 
'•hestuut Avith a Avliite blaze, he is a remarkabl.v fine 
individual, revealing a lot of character. The oldest 
of his stock, among which are several good win- 
ners. are now five years of age. During liis first 
two or three seasons he avus given eomparativel.v 
few ni.iies, but this year lie liad thirt.v, and in the 
near future is prett.v sure to take a prominent place 
in the Avinning siie’.s list. Last season he finislied 
tentli froni the top Avitli Avinners of fifty-one races 
worth $45.00(1. I also saAV old Hastings himself, 
looking woiiderfull.v vigorous despite tlie twenty -four 
3 'ears that li.ive pas.sed over his head. A queer 
tempered animal, Avliieh requires very careful 
handling, I found him to be a ni<*ely- balanced dark 
lia.v horse of medium size. His career as a sire 
lias been a ver.v siieeessful one, hut the lH*st of him 
has been seen. This se.isoii only five mares have 
bt*ei; mated with him, and last .veur Avas a blank 
one. However, as was sliown in the last nninber of 
the “Review.” he has Avell played liis part in main- 
taining t!ie MellMuirne line in Ameriea. Trap Rock, 
a dark cliestnnt. brother to Tracery, was also on 
vicAV. He v.'as a smart iK*rfornier on the turf. His 
eonforination is somewhat unbalanced by an unduly 
long back. 'Fhere Avere five two-.vear-old winners 
b.v him last season. (’urioiisl.A’ enough, half an hour 
after I had left the Nursery Stud. I saAv IlaAvtliorii, 
b.v Hastings, Avin tiie first race of the day at I.«ex- 
ington, and an hour or so later, Trappoid, a tliree- 
.vear-old filly, by Trap Rock, Avas also returned a 
winner. Vulcain, winner of the I’rix Gladiateur in 
France, a big, poAA’erlnlly-made brown iiurse; and 
Watervale, a massive son of Watercress, are also 
located at Mr, Relinont’s stud. There, too, is 
Danger Rock, the son of Rock Sand and Delusion, 
Avliich broke doAvn so badly Avhen competing for the 
Zetland Plate at Newmarket last July. I saw him 
iu a paddock still ‘favoring” the injured fore leg. 
He made a start as a sire this year, Avhen lie aahs 
mated Avith eighteen mares. There are forty-six 
m;ires at the Nurser.v Stud, and Mr. Relinont has 
tliirt.v more in France. We caught sight of some 
of the yearlings in a paddock near the road as we 
motored by, but lack of time prevented a close in- 
spection. It had, hoAA’cvtr, lH*en agreeable to pa.v 
even so Inirried a visit to a farm with whose name 
one had long been familiar. 

1 now come to the Idle Hour Stud. Avhere, at the 
invit.itioii of Mr. and Mrs. E. R. Rradley, I stayed 
a night. Here, too, I met Mr. Hatnmon, Avho trains 
Mr. Rradley’a horses. Mr. Haminon spent a month 
in Englunil last autumn, and during tliat time 
lM)iight several broodmares and race horses for his 
principal. Having assisted h.ini in these purchases, 

I Avas naturally interested in seeing Iioav they had 
fared since their arrival in Ameriea. I am glad to 
be able to report that they have all done well. Two 
of the mures Avere lauight from Mr, I^i'oiiold de Roth- 
schild. They are Presanella, by (.’yllene out of 
Ayah, by Ayrshire, eoA'cred by St. Aiuant; and 
Macaroon, by Marco out of Rosalia, by St. Friis- 
quin. covered by Ruck wheat. Roth iioav have really 
good filly foals at foot. Piesanella’s youngster. Avell 
made, and bubbling oA'cr Avith vitality, is particu- 
larly promising. Radmira, another of the imported 
mares, had the misfortune to lose her foal, and 
Aentissima, a Forfarshire mare, Avhich seemed sure 
in foal to Matchmaker Avhen she left England, 
proved barren. Among the horses in training, a 
tAA’o- year -old filly by Dark Ronald and a eolt by 
Desmond, bought at Newmarket, are both shaping 
very well, and Mr. Bradley is thoroughly satisfied 
Avith the way iu which his English -bred stock is 
progressing. It may Avell Ik* that the fillies out 
of Presanella and Maeariam Avill more than n*eover 
the whole outlay when the time comes for them to 
perform on the track. 

Mr. Bradley’s colors .are “white, green hoops and 
cap.” These are reproduced at the stud, la*cause all 
the posts, rails and gates which surround the pad- 
docks are painted white or whltcAvaslied. The farm, 
wliieh eoA'ers an area of 35(> acn*s, all but twenty 
acres lieing under grass, is a self-contained and in 
every respect a AA'ell-ai»pointed establishment. Its 
IH*rfectioii has entailed a lavish expenditure, but 
both Mr. Rradley and his lady find in it their hap- 
yiest reluxatiuu. Mrs. Bradley is every whit us 



entliusiastie atsmt the stud as her hnsbind. and 
lak«*s .ill active part in furthering its interests, 
'I'liere an* four slallions ;it tin* Idle Hour Stud — 
( imard. H4*Imot. Rearlii omN r and HI u k Tonev. 
Of thiM* ( iinard is. iK*shaps, the In-st kimAvii, biit 
ilioro ;u*i* strong indiiations that Helmet is des- 
tined to liecoine the most prominent. The latter Is 
a handsome dark brown horse by Disguise (son of 
Domino) out of St. Mildred, by St. Simon out of a 
Scottisli Fliiof niare. Mr. Bradley guA'c $7.(MJ0 for 
him at the Keene sale in 1911. Helmet Avas then 
three ye.irs old. The previous seas«>n he had aa-oii 
the HoiM'ful ; nd Flianipagne Stakes, and had also 
the credit of having been placed third to Maskette 
and Sir Martin in tiie Futurity. For his new owner 
lie rac**d two seasons, during Avhich he was initi- 
ate.! into his duties as a sire. In his first three 
se.-isons as a stallion he avus mateil Avith eight 

Helmet is 
now getting the ehance he deserves, and Ave inav 
expert to hear great tilings of him in tin* A’ears 
to eonie.

Royal II.. Avhom he trained to win last year’s

R. L. linker, and it Avas then leased by (’larenee 
Ma.kiy. Avho eontinued there until he moved Iris 
stud to France. AlMoit that time the late Major 
Daingerfield, Avho had managid for James R. 
Keene th*e fainons Uastleton Stud, Avhich is onlr 
.a f.*w miles away Avas in Avant of a farm, anil 
he took ov.*r the Kingston Stud shortly bi'fore his 
lamented death. It is one of iiiA’ greatest regrets 
that I n.'ver met Major Daingerfield. for he Avas 
:i man avIio had a iirofonnd knowledge of all mat- 
ters i>.*rtaining to the history, breeding an.l rear- 
ing of bhuMlstoek. He di<l inu<-h to shaix* the 
American tiioroughbred as avc know it in modern

ac.iuaintanee. Tiie Kingston Stud embraies two 

ridjoining farms, om* of 5(H), the other of :t(M) acres. 
The bhxMlstoek to Im* se<*n in the paddocks all Ik*- 
longing to Mr. 5IcKinacy. avIio is a very virile 
and genial persoiialit.v. A man avIio has amassed 
a big fortune in mining enterprises, he finds it 
ncces.sary. to a full enjoyment of life, to retain 
his hold on iuisiness affairs. And so lie noAV has^ 
two hobbies — his business and his stud. His home 
is in Fleveland, Ohio. It is only Avithin the last 
two or three .vears that lie has parti<*iputed in the 
pleasure of breeding and racing thoroughbreds, but 
lie has alread.v acquired a prominent lAosition in 
this spiien* of en.leavor, and it is as certain as 
anything ran lx? tiiat before ver.v long his name 
Avill be a. honseludd Avord in American Turf circles. 
There are iioav at the Kingst.m Stud twenty -six 
.vearlings and twenty -sevt*n foals. 1 lie bro.Mlmares 
ni;rnhcr fir't.v-six. and I suav five stallions, viz., 
ITtimns. Folin. Delhi, Hippodrome and Disguise. 
Tin ir names make is unnecessary to state that Mr.

Foliri. 1 am jdeased to sa.v, is looking Avell and 
doing splendidly. Tliis is the tliird season he has 
h:;d sin. e lie returned from England. I noticed that 
he liatl filled out considerably since the ilays Avhen 
h(* Avas l(K*ate<l at Newmarket. Disguise, now 
twenty-one years <dd. is still tloiirisising. His rep- 
utation as a sin* is due ehietl.v to the exeell»*nee of 
many of his daughters, one of Avhich is tin* Futur- 
ity Avinner. Maskette. Delhi was a Avinn.T of over 
$23, (KM). He was foaled fourt.'cn years ago and is 
by Ren Brush. In ever.v way he is a tirst-rate in- 
dividual. Ry Coiniiiando, out of Doininot*s. Hip- 
podr<»me. it is claimed, has more Glencoe bloml iu 
his A-eins than any other living horse in America. 
ITtirnus is also b.v (’oniinando. He and ilipiKidronie 
are iMitli incestmuisly inbred to Domino, for the.A' 
are by his son out of two of his daughters. This 
AV.IS a very daring experiment. It has generall.v 
been supposed that Avliile inbreeding in this Ava.v 
ma.v prculuce a brilliant raee horse, it is iinUkel.v 
to yield a successful sire. For more than a hun- 
dred .ve.irs there has been no stallion of note bred 
like Ul till! us and Hippodrome. There is, hoAA'ever, 
proverbiall.v no rule Avithont .an excejition,' and it 
certainly looks as tliough ITtimiis, at any rate, is 
one. Hoav lie AAoiild huA'e turned out as a racing 
pr.iposition can only be a matter of conjecture, be- 
cause he broke doAvii when a two-year-old and never 
set foot on a race course. Neither, by the Avay. did 
Hiiipodroiiie. Rut. as a sire, Ultiinus has alread.v 
acquired considerable fame, and lie is only ten 
years ohl. In Luke Mi*Liike he claims one son of 
exceptional merit, an.l there is every reason to be- 
lieve that in Harry Kell.v, the I^exington Fnturit.v 
winner, lie has another. During the greater part of 
this year Ultiinus has been a hosp’.al patient, 
suffering from a clot of blood in the vein of one of 
his legs. AViien I saAv him he Avas on the mend, 
hut Avas naturally lacking in condition through en- 
forced inactivity. In Miss Daingerlield’s opinion 
there is no stallion in America Avith more hrilliant 
pr.'siM'cts tlian those jKissessed bj' Ultiinus, and for 
lier sake alone I hope the son of Foinmando and 
Running Stream Avill make a sjAcedy and complete 
recovery. What Avith .F.din. Ultimas and IlipiKi- 
drome. the Kingston Stud lias a large and import- 
ant share of the Fommando blood, the virtues of 
Avhieh are aln*ndy apiiarent. 

Hamlmrg I’laee. on the T^xington- Winchester 
ro.id. is. I suppose, the largest stud in Ameriea. 
It is Mr. John E. Mnd.len’s. When Mr. Hancock 
and I called there avh were once more pressed for 
time oAving to a multiplicity of engagements, and 
so it came to pass that we had to content ourselves 
Avith an insiAcction of the stallions. How much I 
missed Avill be understfKMl Avlien I state that the 
farm eoA’crs 2.300 acres of grass on which there are 
1.50 brood mares and a due proiKirtion of yearlings 
an.l foals. I also missed the pleasure of meeting 
Mr. Ma.lden. for he Avas away in Npav York. This 
gentleman .K'cupies an nnitpie iMisitioii. He is a 
great trader, buying and selling on a big scale. 
S<*arcely a Aveek passes in wliieh he does not make 
some important deal or other, because horses bre.l 
at ILimburg Place huA'c a deservedly high reputa- 
tion. It is a stud to Avliich buyers can go knoAving 
they Avill have n wide range of choice and get good 
value for tlieir nione.v. There is a large umuiiut of 
capital invested in the farm and stock, and any 
slackening of the effort to uphold the prestige of 
the est.thlishment Avonld quickly place the Avhole 
eonc«*rn in jeopardy. All avIio knoAv Mr. Madden 
are. hoAA'ever, prepared to grant him a first -class 
certificate for his industr.v. iM*rsni.*ncity an.l clever- 
ness in every way. IDs knowledge of breeding 
matters is as sound ns it is wide; his meth.Mis of 
applying that knowledge is never luqihaz ird. Eng- 
lisii readers Avill, iM*rhaps. be tlie more inter»*sted 
in this reference to Hamburg Plaee when 1 rtuiiind 
them that it Avas there Sir M rtin av:is bred ninl 
reared, the son of Ogden and La.I.v Sterling being 
sold by Mr. Madden to Mr. Winans.

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EPSOU DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Incidents Marking the Running of the Most Famous 
Race of the World. 



(Sixteonth Article). 

Wliilc the Derhj* of VoliKlyovski’s year, which 
formed th.e suhjei-t of tlie most recent article of 
series. )M»ssessed several interesting features. 

^Pat whieli immediately fidlowed was even more 
iiotahle. This was the r:i«*e in which Ard Patrick 
and Seeiitre were cliiefly eon<*erned. and which re- 
snlteil iti the victory of the former, owned by Mr. 
.lohn tiubbins, wlio had five years earlier won the 
greatest race in the world witli Galte«* More. Ard 
Patrii'k was a brown son of tlie Duke of York 
Stakes winner St. f'lorian — Morganette, which was 
likewise tin* dam of the said (laltee More. 

.\rd Patrick was allowed plenty of time to ma- 
ture. :ind it was nearing the end of the season of 
liM*l when he made liis first ap!w*arance on a race- 
course. Tiiis was in tlie Imperial Produce Stakes 
at Kempton P.irk, for which, in spite of his lack 
of e\iMTi**me, lie was made an even-money favor- 
ite. It was. however, only by a heail that he de- 
Icated lioyal Lancer, whicli was end<*avoring to 
coiK'i «le thirteen iKainds. 'J'he fidlowing week, in 
the riearwell Stakes. h*‘ again met Kojal Lancer. 
Sir .1. I'.lundcll Maph ’s <<dt on this occasion was 
giving only three ]>oumN, and was ^ in I'hicf dc- 
maml. .\rd Patrick again won. lM*ating llallantrae 
• — then known as the .Vbeyance tilly — by a neck, 
with Koval Lancer two lengths further away. At 
the Iloughton .Meeting, in the Dewhnrst Plate, Ard 
Patrick was ag.ain invidved in a close finish, and 
this time the verdict went against him. Game 
Thick winning by a neck. This was the last effort 
of the Beckhampton c<dt as a two-year-old. 

( iiriously enough, the juvenile record of Sceptre 
V as similar to that of her great rival i*f the future, 
the fillv winning her first two and being beaten 
in her third and final race. The daughter of Per- 
sininioii — Ornament ma<le an impressive liebut, 
cantering awav with the AViaidcote Stakes at Ep- 
som. while she w»*n tiie .Inly Stakes in e<iually 
f icile Stvle. Her defeat was sustained in the 
Thampagne Stakes at Dom-aster. in which she could 
only finish third to Game Thick and Tsardas. 

Sc.ptre g«*t earlv to work in the next year, being 
me of the candidates for tJie Limolnshire Handi- 
cap, on tile second day of the season. So much 
was thought of the filly that, notwithstanding the 
natural prejudice against three-year-olds lor the 
( arholnie race, she started favorite at 11 to 4 
against. Moreover, it was only by a lieail that she 
failcil. her loiniueror iH-ing the smart four-year 
old St. .Maclou, whiili gave twenty pounds. .Mr. 
Sicvii r’s filly then cnibark«*d uimui her i lassic 
c;.r»‘cr. winning tiic Two Thousand by two lengths 
Irom Pistol, with Ard Patrick, which had not Im'cii 
nally traiiicil for the race, three lengths furtlier 
awa.v. Two days later she ran awa.v with the One 
'1 hoiisaml, in which her old adversary, (iaine Thick, 
was nnplaied. Her next essay was in the Derby. 

To .ivcrt ti» .\rd Patrick. Mr. Gubbins’ <-olt. sliort- 
Iv after his “(iuincas” deficit, turned out for a 
ra<c at Kempton Park, whiili he was confidently 
expected to win. as was evidmned by the fact 
that he started at «>dds on. He, however, quite 
failed to comeile twiuity-om* iMUinds to Koyal Ivy, 
Mr. L*op<dd dc Kothschild’.s colt winning by a 
C,uple of lengths. Then c.ime the .Newmarket 
Stakes, for which Minstcad was favorite at evens, 
with Ard Patrick second in demand. The son of 
St. Florian passed the winning-post a head in front 
of Fowling-piece, but the riu« r of the latter lodged 
Ml objeetion on the ground of bumping, and futher- 
nior<- alleged that “.Moriiy” Tannon had misused his 
whip. ill the end -Vrd Patrick was disqualifieil. 

t aiinoii being exonerated in regard to the matter of 
the whip. 

It was not suri>rising that the filly was a jiro- 
nmim-ed f.iyoritc for the Derby, I’ven money being 
the top juice jirocii.Mlile on the day. Pekin, a colt 
of moderate credentials, luK stated to have »!one 
big things on the training gnuinds. was next lM*st 
at «; to 1 ag.iinst, while tliose w hos«- fanc.v inclined 
ttiward.s the disiiiialifietl .Newmarket Stakes win- 
mr lould obt.iin odds of Idd to 11 against. The 
Weather w;is not wtudh.v of tin* ocioision. rain — ami 
idciity of it- being the order. The lookers-on were, 
iicvertindcss. )>oth numerous and distinguished. 

When the eighteen conijietitors wen- dispatched 
on their jourmy. S<-ej»trc dwelt a bit, and was soon 
among the rear division. Fow ling-j»:cce was •‘mak- 
ing it.” as tliey .say. with Kobert le Diable, .\rd 
Patrick and Tsardas well tliere. .Vft«r a while 
Ts.irdas took uji tlie running, fidlowed by Ard 
Patrick, with Scejdre, which had been rajddly mak- 
ing nj) leeway, fourth. When Tattinham Tomer 
had been jiassed. .\rd Patrick was in front, being 
closily jMirsucd by the favorite, the latter going 
well, iiiid aiqianuitly being able to take the lead 
w hen her rider w ille<l. .\ transformation s(*»ui came 
over the scene, however, for bi'fore the field had 
travelled much farther iveii the most optimistic 
among Scejdrc’s su|ijK»rters Ingan to harbor doubts. 
The filly was otivioiisly losing ground. Mean- 
while .\rtl Patrick was going resolutely, and some 
distance from home it was ajqiarent that, barring 
an earthquake or something of tlie kiml. the Derby 
wtuild go to lieckliaiiijdon. .Nothing untoward liaji- 
jM'iied, and .\rd Patrick raced past the jM»st three 
lengths ahead of Kisiiig Glass, with Friar Tm k 
tliinl and Scejitrc fourth. 'J'iie di'feat of the fav- 
orite was a sail blow to tlie majority of those 
jiresent, but the running of Pekin was even mon* 
dis.ijqKdnting to those immediately concerned, Mr, 
Prentice’s cidt finishing no m*arer tiiaii tenth. 

.\rd Patriik ran but twice mon* that year, being 
dcilared the winner of the Prince of Wales’ Stakes 
ai .\s4-ot on the dis<|u:ilification of TujilH'arer, and 
linishing thinl to Kising Glass ami Temidemon* in 
th«‘ .lockey Tlub Stakes at Ncwniarki t. Siejdre, 
on the otllcr hand, ran in s»‘veral races. Two days 
after ln*r Derby dcf«*at she b«*at Glass Jug. Ellia 
and num«*rous others in tlu* Oaks, but she w'as 
beaten in the Toronatioii Stakes at Ascot, the Graml 
Prix d«* Paris, the Sussex Stakes at Goodwood, and 
the Park Hill Stakes at Doncaster. On the credit 
side w«*re the St. James’ Palace Stakes, Ascot; 
the Nassau Stak«*s. tbsidwood; and the St. L*ger, 
whit'll the fill.v wtui in sjdemlid style from Kising 
t.lass and Friar Tm k. the Derby second and third. 

Sceptre hail another try as a four-year-old in the 
•’Linctdii.” but with Iioiinds on her back she 

failctl tt* finish nearer than fifth, the winner being 
Mr. ••Tt'tlily” Irish’s Over Norton. Later in the 
y»ar Mr. Sievier’s filly ami Ard I'atrick renewed 
their acquaintance in tin* Eclijise Stakes, and after 
;« terrific finish tin* Itcrby winner l>eat Sceptre by 
a neck, with lltK-k Sand, the favorite, well lK*aten. 
At that time Scejitrc carried the colors of Sir Wil- 
liam (then .Mr.) Bass, to whom she had been sold 
lor jioumls. while later she passed into the 

jMissession tif the .Messrs. Tattersall, the price jiaid 
being guineas. Ard Patrick was also stdil. 

the <;erinan Gov«*rnment securing the colt for 111,000 
jioiinds.

wlmsc grt*om was ratlicr a cclcbrateil runner. Met- 
calf. hajqiciiing to 1m> at tlie Dragon taj». lieanl 
soim* t.ilk abtuit the groom’s jiowtus as a jictlc''- 
triaii, when In* sai«l he would run him himself fnuii 
where they sUnni to Knaresbt»rt»ugh Thurchyanl 
gate, if aiiy om* wouhl back him. This Mellisli, 
who had often heard of Blind Jack, offered to do, 
and there and then backed Metcalf for $250 against 
Tajitain Stamliffe’s groom. Tin* men stwui got 
reatly, the groom in running costume, but Mt“tt*alf 
matle m* jirejia rat ions. A tall, heavy-made man, 
with a slouching walk, it looked even had he not 
been bliml. as if the othls were 100 to 1 against 
him. However, they were started. Eyes taking the 
leatl. No Eyes at tin* same time keejiing close be- 
himl. .\11 at once Metcalf was seen to deviate to 
the right, and soon got into another dir«*ction, 
when most of the jictqile, thinking it was all over, 
turned back.

They ktjit up a constant 
ctmvt'rsation, ami from the sound of their voices 
ht' guessed the tlistance. His dexterity at cartls. 
too, was woinVrful. Jtnt jn'rhajis his iimst extra- 
tirtliiiary achie\ements w.is as a boxer. He was a 
man of magnificent jihysiqne. six feet two inches 
in height ami very finely mmle. His want of siglit, 
lni\vt*vcr. might well have been tliough.t a fatal bar 
to his ever attaining pugilistic l;iun*ls. ,Yet it 
was not so. amt among titlier feats with his fists 
in- fairly thrashetl in six hanl-fought rounds a 
man as big as himself ami r«*ckoin*d the champion 
of the in igiilMirlnMid. 

Metcalf was a soldier, too. and served all through 
the camjiaign of 1745 against the Jac(»bite Preten- 
(itr, jila.ved tin* fiddle (lit* was a first-rate music- 
ian) at the Ic'atl of his comjiany after the fashion 
of the Higliland pijiers. On his return frtun the 
wj’.rs he lK*came a trailer. In 1751 he started the 
lirst stagt* coach, or “stage wagon” as they called 
it then, ln'twt'eii York ami Knaresliorough, driving 
it himself, twice a wt*ek in summer and once in 
V inter. Eventually he became a contracttir for 
mad -making, and it was in this cajiacity he matle 
his fjiim* and fortune, for his engineering skill was 
remarkable. Finally this wondciful blind sports- 
man tlieil at Sjioffortli. near Wetherby, on April 
27. ISIO. in tin* ninety- fourth year of his age. 

J.ick Metcalf’s exjiloits. however, were rivaled by 
a notabb* Scotsman named McGilvray, who, desjiite 
his blindness. w:is Isitli a first-rate jockey and an 
cxci'lh'iit jutlge of liorses. When i‘xainining a horse 
ht was guitlctl entirely by feeling all over the ani- 
m.-il’s frame, but so well tlid he km»w the gtitid 
jitdnts ami the bad ones in a Imrse that lie never 
math* a niistak#*. 

Of his remarkable gifts in this respect the fol- 
lowing Jitor.v is a jirottf. Mr. Birnit*. an owner of 
race htirses aml a coach jirojirietia* in the stmth of 
Sctiflaml. jilckctl up a fine bargain at IMinburgli 
Hallow Fair, the great etjuine mart tif .S< otl.imJ. 
On his way Imnie with his jiurchase he put uji at 
tht* Pdackshiels Inn, Fal.!, kt j»t by McGilvray’s 
fatht*r. Mr. Birnie. while sitting at his dinner, 
asketl Millie .McGilvray to go :ind t*xamine his 
j urcliase. :it the ^.-ime timt* exttdling the handsome 
figure, the sjtirit and the tlocility of tlie animal. 
In half an iiour «»r s»i young McGilvray returm*tl, 
ami. on being asked to givt* his ojdnion of the ; 
j. urcliase. rtqdietl the horse was everything tliat 
c< uld be wisl.ed ft»r. had he been able to see with 
iMith eyes, “How «lo you know he does imt set* 
with both eyesV” the tiwiier askt*d. “I have jiassed 
my liaml ovt*r and over tin* right side of his head,” 
was the rejd.v, “and his eyelids never flinch; but 
w hen 1 tlo so on the oth(*r side the.v close instant - 

l. v,” It was found that the horse was really bliml 
o!i tin* right sitlc, and it was a blind jockey who 
discovcreti an imjierfcctiou which tin* jmrehaser, 
a first-rate judge, hatl failed t»» detect. 

As a jorkt y .M< (;ilvra.v was guitb tl, when In* rotle 
a race. I»y "his knowletlge of two or thret* race 
courses and, as In* never wt nt ujmui unknown grtniinl. 
his lack of sight tlid not ajqiear to lie much tletri- 
ment. At least, lie won as many ract*s as most 
j«M kt*.vs in toe north, wiili the t xcejition of 'r<imm.v 
Lye, whose rt*lationshij) to the Dawstiiis at all times 
secured him go«»d imuints. Tht* bliml man naturally 
trusft'tl much t<. his acute s<*nst* of ht*aring. which 
fretjueiitl.v informed him when his oiq)om*nt’s horse 
hatl shot his |M>lt by the tune his jiijics were jdaying. 

.MctJilvray, in a«lditioii to his ract*-riding. ilitl a 
small tratle in cattle and in watches, of which he 
was accountt'tl a rare gootl jinlge. 

A bliml m:in w.is j>tdntt‘<l out to mo when I was 
in Lincolnsliirt* in ls59 as tin* hero of stunt* extratir- 
tlinar.v ft*:its t»f liorsemanshiji. His naim* was ,\n- 
tlrews, and In* was generally known as “Blind 
Tommy.” On Ftduuary IS. 1S50. ht* rotle a blind 
horse from Stamfortl lo Sjialtling, twtnty milt*s. 
Starting fnun the olive Bninch. Stamftird. at S a. 

m. . he arrived at tin* White Horse. Sjt.ilding, at 
12:8U. startetl for his return journey at 2:.*10 j». m., 
ami reachctl Stamfortl at 7:20 ji. m., the wlnde 
journey being accomplisln*tl without a guitle. 

lint this ft*at was far eclipsetl by amdln*r which 
he achicvetl on March 12. ls.50. when In* rotlt? a bliml 
horse from the Kti.val Hotel. Pt*terborough. to tin 
White Hart. Wisbt*ch. He startetl frtun 1’ctt‘rlior- 
tiugli at 10 a. m., went through Thorney ami reachctl 
M'isbcch at 4:10 ja in,, lt*ft Wisbi*ch next tla.v at 
1:30 n. in., ami arrivt*tl at Pctt*rbort»ugh at 0 j». m,. 
accomjdishing tin* wlnde tlistance as bt*fore without 
a guitle. .Six years latt'r. in Ma.v 1S02, this wtuider- 
ful bliml man nnle a tituikc.v from tin* Hare and 
Hountls at 5Visbt*ch tlirtmgh Tlnuiiey and ThurllM*y 
in Linctilnshin*. a tlistanct* of thirt.v mili*s. .-ill 
thrt>ug!i the Fen countr.v, with tlykes tui either sitf 
of the rtiati. in twt*lve htiurs witlnuit a guitlt*. An- 
tlrews was a t rack sprint -runner, too, and beat thf 
wfl! known prof'issituial Georgt* Maxt*.v, in a hnnilred 
.vartls ract* tui the d'horpt* anti Pett*rbt»rough road for 
a stakt* tif .*i*125 a sitlt* tm August 13. 1.S50. 

In ISOS my <dtl frieml. Mr. T. A. 5Vheeh*r. wrote 
to Mr. Llti.vtl, tin* then iiostmastt*r at Stamfortl, t«i 
imiuire whether Amlrt*ws was still living, ami in

OLD-TIME METHODS OF TRAINING. 

Quaint Description of Remarkable Courses of Treat- 
ment to Which Horses Were Subjected. 



Perhaps the oldest detailed directions extant for 
training a race horse are fnml in “The Parfait 
Mareschal” a rare ubl lMM»k by Sicur th* Solleysell. 
eqnerr.v to Louis XIV. tif Frame, who said that he 
ohtainetl them frtim “a brave cavalleer, who assnretl 
nn* he liad it in Kiigl.iiid frtun a jn*rstui whose oiil.v 
iinjdtiynieiit w.is to jirejiare anti tlyet rnntiing 

horses.” Sir William Htijie, whti tr.inslated Stdle.v- 
st*H’s W'tirk into English in D‘»9d. exjiresst*d the 

tqdiiitin that this mctlmd of training was then very 
ancient saying: “It difft*rt*tli vastly from the man- 

ner of jirejiaring race horses nsetl ntiw a da.ves,” 
Th.it the British race liorse was t!n*n. as imw. in- 
ctunjiurable for swiftness, tliongh m-itlicr the “rti.val 
mares” nor stallituis that ax'e tlie generall.v ac- 

credited fountain heatls of tin* uresent-tla.v breetl tif 
runners hatl .vet lH*eii imjitirted intti Engbiiid, aji- 

jx*ars frtun tin* atlvice given as to the chtiicc of a 
horse for niiiniiig. 

“In EiiglamL” says the author, “the.v have horses 
which are onl.v tlesignetl anti k *j>t for jierformiiig the 
great eonrses. untl they tlelight sti much in this 
tlivrt*tisemeiit that tlicy d.vct Imrses exjircssly ftir it. 
sti that tlit'ir liorses. which are naturall.v well windetl 
and extremely swift, are jint into such a ttuiilitioii 
b.v this manner tif jirejiarat ion that the.v jierforni 
ctmrses wliicli are imretliblt*. :iml tlmt mit at a slow 
tir ronml galhiji. as tuir Imrst s, but at full sjieetl. sti 
that jietijde who have m*ver st*en it can scarcely lx* 
jierswadcil that any horse could endure ami lioM 
tint with the viob*nce of such ctiurses ftir five tir six 
miles, anil yt*t many horses in that kliigilom are 
known to fnniish carriers of that leiigtli.” 

In tlie timt* of the old English jockey whose 
training nu*tlio<ls have lieen handed down b.v Sol- 
le.vscll. Imy and outs, wliieli now cimstitute the 
tliet of the high-mt*ttli*d racer, were not on his 
bill of fare. The trainer of that day. like Taptain 
Jinks of the Horse Marines, fetl his horse on corn 
anti beans, made nji into loaves likt* bread, the 
t» rm coni, in England, compreliending all small 
grain. 

“(’ause make bread for him of half barle.v and 
half lx*ans. liaking them in tin* form of jirett.v 
thick cakes,.” the oltl English jockey says, “ami 
not giving them to the horse until they are a few 
tiays oltl. Three jioimds at twelve a clock and 
three jxiutiils at night is sufficient ftir him in 
twcnt.v-fonr hours and that in jilaci* of his oats or 
jirovemler. Instead of ha.v b*t him havt* wheat 
sheaves nnthreashetl ami witli the oats njion them.” 
It is worth.v of note that iir.in.v trainers of run- 
ners ami trotters to.lay ft*ed little or no hay. hnt 
; iihstituti* oats cut “in the milk” ami cnretl. straw, 
grain ami all. like ha.v. Tin* jiraetiet* originated 
in T ilifornia, ln*ncc the term “Talifornia liay.” 
Aftt*r tlins “ilyeting” tin* racer four tiays. while 
hi* was kejit in tlarkt*neil stall, it was in onlcr, 
tin the morning of the fifth tlay. to givt* liim a 
liall. This was matle h.v mixing oin* poninl of fresh 
bntti*r v.itli twent.v-fivt* or tliirty “tiovt's” of 
garlie. and was to lie wasln*tl down with a ijiiart 
of wliitc wine. 

On the set'iuid tlay after administering the ball 
the trainer was diret'tetl to “air him ahroud just 
after sun rising for tin* sji.ict* of an hour, anti as 
xnuch at night before sunset. somi‘tinn*s racking or 
stt'jijiing ami somt*times g.-illojiing him, but, if lie 
t luitiinu'fl too fat. then .vtui must take him ahroatl 
in tin* morning an hour after sun rising and in 
tlie t*vt*niiig ket*j> him also abroad an liour aftt*r 
the sun is set; tht*n, bringing iiim baek to tln^ 
stable, rul) anti covt*r liiia well ainl givt* him his 
ortlinary jiortion of food. And tlius continue to air 
and exercise him cvt*r.v da.v. giving him always 
very fifth day his jiound of butter made uji with 
garlie into balls, and also observing nut tti air or 
take him abroad, neither the day he taketh his 
halls nor the tlay following.” 

Fifteen days after going into trainin.g the liorse 
was to be cxt'i'cisetl two hours in tla* morning ami 
two litiurs at night, “sometimes at full sjicetl, then 
at a good galloji, and aftt*rwanls at a stt*p. that so 
lit* may rt'covcr his wiml.” 

One month of tliis work was det*mi*d sufficient to 
fit some horses for a match, but the trainer w.is 
cantionetl to coiitiiinc tlie balls anil tin* bn*atl and 
exercise as tlireeted, uiilt*ss the animal appean*d to 
lx* rc.'itly at tin* i*ml of four weeks. 

Two tl.iys licforc the match tin* horse was muzzled 
at night, and at two o’coek in tin* mornin'g was 
given thret* jiints of sack, into which tin* .vulks of 
^^vcIlt.v or twt‘iit.v-fivt* iicw-laiil eggs hatl been 
lx*at**n. At ftiur o’clock he was gallojictl. geiitl.v at 
first and then at full sj)et*d. “as long as his wind 
will allow it; afterwards to a genth^ gallop, again 
to give him wiinl.” 'J'liis for three hours, folio wetl 
hy a rub down and lln*n by a hot drink and the 
usual feed. 

On tin* day of the match the racer got his former 
ijuaiitit.v of eggs ami sack, but onl.v oiie-lialf his 
usual albiwance of bread and wln*at sheaves, 

'I’ln* final iiijuiictiou of tin* oM English jockt*y is 
jiarticulaily iiitt*resting. as slmwing that Toil Sloan 
was jicrhajis not. after all. tin* tirigiii.itor of tin* 
st.vlc of riding imw known in England as “tin* 
American scat.” ami that the jiriiicijile of avohiing 
tin* resistance of the atmosphere was bt tter nmlcr- 
sttMxl liy tin* li<irscmt*n of thn*t* tir four hnmlrctl 
years ago than by stum? of those who pass as such 
lotlay. Here it is: 

“Tin* rider is to lean a little forewards to prevent 
tin* wiml taking ttxi much ujion his iNxly. and also 
to liavt* cloatlics vcr.v light ami fit for liim, but no 
flying or loose coat, only a cap in jdace of a hat.” 

Much more clalxirate, intricate ami artificial is 
tin* course of tri*atment laid down b.v Sir M'illiam 
Hojm* ill bis ilirt*ctitiiis for training a horst! for a 
matt'li. ’riiis he recommends in prcfeniice to tlitf 
obi English jockey’s method as more modern, “whicli 
I liavc had experience of myself, ami is. I lx*licve, 
iiidccil om; of tin* liest wliich hath Ixcn as yet judi- 
lisln*d.” 

Two mtiiitlis was the time ailowetl b.v him for prt*- 
jiaring a horse for a match. H<* says that some 
liorse k(*cjicrs ilt‘inand six months, lint these lit* 
charges with tin* init yet obsolt*tt* jiractice known as 
“training owners.” and t*mbract*s tin* tijijiortunit.v 
to read them a lecture on the mistake “b.v which 
they mb tlicir niastt*rs of four months’ jilcasurc 



On the morning that the traiin*r. or kct*jM*r. as he 
was then c.ilb*tl. iiitf*iidetl to give him a ln*at. the 
raci*r’s bn*akfast was a tjuiirt of oats rublii*d lie- 
twt*en the hainls with some Imer or ale, tln*n a new- 
laitl egg or two, washed down with a little beer or 
ale. 

“In giving of heats.” says the author, "you are 
to consider first, that two in the week are sufficient 
ftir any horse of whatsoever condition or state of 
Ixid.v. Secomll.v, that one tif tliem shtinld nlwayes 
lx* given ujxin that da.v of the v.’eek in which .vonr 
horse is to run his niateli. anti that also still to lx* 
the shariiest for increasing of his heels or swiftness, 
the otber Ijeing onl.v a slow gallojiing tiver tin* 
course, more to increase wiml amt cause sweat, than 
to improve his sjieed, and tlierefore I would have yon 
to ortle:- tiiem thus: Sujijxise your match day is to 

lx* uptiu a Moiitlay, then yonr heating dayes must 
lx* Mondays anti Fridays, ami the sharjier heat to 
)x* upon the Momlay. Ix*eanse it is the tlay of his 
mateh. Thinll.v. ymi shall give no heat in rain or 
foul weather, and in cise of sudden shours you shall 
have for .vonr horse a htxxl to keep out tlie rain.

I once heard the late Professor Fawcett, who, as 
a yoniig man. hatl tlie sight of both e.ves destroyetl 
hy shots frtun his fatlnr’s gun. say that he knew 
certain jiarts of tin* Kiver Itchen so well that, if 
ldact*d in particular sjKits aiitl told where he was. 
In* coubl throw a fly with unerring dexterity into 
a jxMil where he knew a trout lay. And imt only 
that, but so tjnick was his oar that when a fish rose 
he con 111 tell by the .splash exactly where to thro w 
his fly. 

1 have often seen him at ('amhridge rowing in the 
“.Vneieiit Mariner’s Eiglit,” witli brotln*r Dons of 
minatic tastes, ami keeping stroke and time Avith 
tin* lx*st of them. 1 have st*en him skating, too, 
lint tlien he always had a ctunpanion to pilot him. 

Pmh.ibly most Yorkshire im*n are familiar witli 
tin* name of John Metcalf. “Bliml Jack of Knares- 
Ixirougli.” who is gt*ncrnlly eitetl as the most ex- 
traorilimiry instance of a sightless sjHirtsman on 
rectinl. Mt*tcalf was nttackeil by sinnlbiox at the 
age of six, anti eventually lost his eyesight. Yet 
he was an enthusiastic lover of coursing, steeple- 
chasing and hunting. He rode wonderfully straight 
to Ininmls. gnideil by his acute sense of hearing 

P antI the iHcasioual warnings of a friend wlio kept 
)n*ar liim. But his greatest feat in the saddle' was 
his memorable match with anotlier Yorkshire sjiorts- 
man, three miles on the flat, owners up. for $2.5(X) 
a sitle. Metcalf, who had a small stud of his 
own at this time, rotle his own horse; lietting iwas 
20 to 1 against him. lx*canse It was thought v tlie 
shajx* of the course, a circular one. would be fltal 
to his chance. They hatl to ride three times aroynd 
the course to make the tliree miles. There wtre 
ixists at intervals, and at every one of these MtU 
calf stutlonetl a man with a lx*ll. The sound of t\e 
bells giiitled him and enahletl him to keep tl^ 
ciiiirse. And the end of it was that he rode in a 
easy winner. 

Blit Blind Jack xvas also a remarkable runner. 



I can assure yon that they are »juite aiitheiitic. anti 
jiersons in this ofTicc and <*lscwiit*re c.in voucli for 
their accuracy: I saw him on his joiirm*y to Sjialding 
in 1S50. Tommy is still alive and tiiiring the 
fair ht*rt‘ on March 27. ISOS, he went into a jiiiblic 
house ami challcngi*d tlic ctunjiany to play un.v two 
at tlomiiitx*s. his partm*r being a ticket eollector at 
tin* Mitiland Station here, who gave me the informu- 
titin. Tonini.v ami his jiartiier won the game. He 
is re.'ill.v an t‘Xtraortliuar.v character; he will find 
out any lions.* or place In* wants; he seems to find 
the ji.irticiilar doorwa.v h.v stain jdiig his foot. I may 
athl that, alxuit tin* time of his journey to Sjialding. 
a traveler who had hist his way Avas guided hy 
Tommy with a lightetl lantern across the etiiiiitr.v 
frtun Thnrlb.v to a village almost a mile and a half 
ilistant.” 

Lit*utenant James Ilolmtin, the blind traveler, de- 
st*rves' mention in this ctuiiicction. for he Avas a 
kt'en sjiortsman Avith Ixitli rod and gun after he 
had lost his sight, Avliicli he ditl at tlie age of 
twenty -five. It is said that his hearing was so 
exact and acute that Avhen a covey of jiartridges 
or a pheasant got up lie Avould three times out of 
fiAt* down his bird. This is the onl.v instance I 
ki.oAV of a bliml man attempting to shoot. Lieu- 
tenant Holman traveled twice round the world, and 
jinhlislied the narrativt* of these two exjK*ditions, 
bcsitlt*s a grajihic aceoiint of his travels through 
Kussia ami Silx*ria. All those journeys Avere under- 
taken uftt*r he hatl entirely lost his sight. It is 
rclatetl tliat on one occasion he Avas attacked by a 
jKilar lx»ar. which he shot, althougli he had notliing 
but bis ear to guide his aim. But this can onl.v be 
legardetl as a jiiece of sheer luck. The mere fact, 
l*owt‘ver, of a bliml man having the nerve to carry 
a gun is remarkable. And for a man who, after 
losing his siglit. to make up his mind to travel, in 
days. remcnilx*r. Avli4*n there Avere no (.’ook’s jier- 
sonally comlncted tours, and none of the motlern 
luxury and cast* of traveling, is a jirotif of singular 
confiticnee in his own jioAA'ers of getting about with- 
out tlie aitl of eyes. Most if not all of his jour- 
neys wi*re of tlie nature of exploration expeditions 
in regions little kntiwn, and consetjnently he had 
to rough it in a fashion Avlilch might Avell liaA’e 
tested tlie jiowers and resources of a man Avith per- 
fect sight. His skill as a fisherman 1 do not take 
much uccount of. liecanse it aaus not, like Profes- 
sor Fawcett’s, fly-fishing, but his shooting feats, 
I must confess, moved me to unbounded astonish- 
ment. 

The late Mr. KaA’anagh, long n well-known mem- 
ber of the House of ('tunniuns. tliongli not blind, suf- 
feretl from physical disabilities Avliicli might have 
lx*en thouglit more fatal to the enjoyment of sjiort 
than tlie loss of sight. He had neither arms nor 

legs, yet he iiuntetl and shot and drove; and in all 

these was an atlept. He avus fastened on horseback 
in a kind of basket arrangement, and guidetl his 
horse partly with his teeth and partly by hooks 
attached to his stiinijis. Avhich reachetl some six 
int'hes from each sboubler. In shooting a wooden 
linn Avas nttaclied to tlie left stump, which gave 
him a rest for his gun. 

Sir M’illiam Maxwell, of Monreith, the oAvner of 
Filho da Puta, winner of tlie St. Leger of 1S15, lost 
his arm in the Peiiisnlar war. yet, after that mis- 
liap. was one of the lx*st game shots of liis day. 

He hail a gun siiecially matle for him. and was an- 



as the fiillowing anecdote will prove. It was tlie\otht*r instaiife of a jilneky sjxirtsnian’s determina- 
wi*ek Ix'fore the York spring meeting in 1742. Avlien *mioii not to lie tleterred by physical ilisaliility from 
the well-kiioAvn Gtiltinel Mellisli, lx*ing at the Dragon Virsnlng his favorite siMirt. — Thoruiaiiby, in Loudon 
llotcl, Harrogate, met i’aptaiu Staucliile there, 



make tin* sport bi.ithstuiie. and onl.v give them a 
few false got crowns, Avhich vanish so soon as 
gain**il. 

“,\s liereticks cite Scripture,” he sa.vs, “so these 
lH*i;jile find rt*asons to tlefcml their Avant of skill and 
cxjierii*i:ce as the tlanger of too violent t*xt*rcise. tin* 
ofTt*nce of grease too sutltlenl.v nit*ltcd, the moving of 
hnmtirs too liastil.v, Avliich leatls to mortal sickness, 
anti the im>tlt*rating ainl heljiing of all tln*se li.v a 
slow proci*t*tliiig. or liringiiig tlie liorse into onlcr by 
tlegrccs and time, or. as I ma.v ratlier say, by an 
ignorant delay and sufferance. It is like the curing 
of a gangcn*n in an old man. Better to tlie than be 
dismcmliered, better lose the prize or bets than Ix*ar 
the charges, for I ajipail to any noble judgment 
whose jiurse hath exjierit*ncetl such actions, if six 
mtinths’ pi'cparatitin witli the ilejiendants to it doth 
not eat nji and d«*vtiur tlie better half of a tAventy- 
five or thirty-pouinl Avager, therefore, for an.v ordi- 
iiar.v match or bet I allow as I said but tAA'o months 
to prepare a horse for it, it being most certain tliat 
a liorsi* AvIiich t'annot make a good heat in that time 
will veiy rarely make an extraordinary one, though 
you should dyet him triple or quadruple that sjiace.” 

Sir M’illiam Hone sejiarated his course of training 
into ftiur jx'riixls of a fortnight each, jirescribiiig 
different treatment and different feetl for each. 

For the first forUiiglit, assuming the horse to be 
fat and soft, the trainer A\as directed to give liim 
each da.v four ijuarts of oats together Avitli three 
“small bundles” of hay, feeding him one quart of 
oats at n meal, or a little more if the horse was a 
lieart.v feetler. After having lx»t*n grtximed bt'fore 
dayliglit in the morning the racer >vas closely 
wrapped in u body cloth and exercised to give him 
a sweat. 

“M’ulk or rack him only a foot pace (for j-oii 
must neitlit*r amble nor trot, because they are both 
prejudicial to sjieed or swiftness), at least a mile 
or two, or more if you think fit, iijion smooth and 
etjual ground, untl if it have a gentle rising so 
nmcli the lx*tter; there gallop him gently, afterward 
Avulk him softly, so that he may cool us much one 
wa.v as he A\armeth another, and Avheii yon have 
thus exercised him a pretty space and feeling the 
sun begin to rise, or else iieAvly risen, rack him 
tltiwn to some fresh river or clear jKiiid and there 
let him drink at his pleasure. After he hath drunk 
bring him gently out of the water and rack him 
uAvay very easily. M’hen you have thus walked 
him a little calmly, put him into a gallop gently, 
and exercise him moderately us yon did before, 
then walk him a little space, after AAdiicli offer 
him more Avater. It he drinks then gallop him 
again gently; if not. then gallop him a little more 
to CK'cusiiin thirst, and in this manner give him 
always exercise before and after Avater, and w'hen 
you judge he hath drunk sufficiently bring him 
home.” 

Arrived at the stable the horse was rubbed down 
and after an hour’s rest he aaus fetl. .Vgniii at 
eleven o’clock, then at one o’clock, and finally at 
nine o’clock at night he got his quart of “sweet, 
dry. old and clean drest oats.” At evening lie was 
“aired” again hy walking and gHlloping under 
bluiikots, and just Ix'fore his eA't*ning meal his legs 
were to 1 h» AA’ell rnbbeil down AN’ith w'lsns of struAA', 

In the second fortnight fast Avork was begun, and 
Avith it AA-ent some changes in fewling. Hay avus 
cut off, excepting a few lianilfiills, and bread, com- 
bining thret* parts of beans Avith one part of wlieut. 
Avas adiled to the bill of fare, except on the days 
preceediDg work-out days, which tame twice a 
week. 



For iiotiiing is more dangerous than cohl Avet falling 
into the ears and njxin tlie naji of the neck. 
Fourthly, obst*rve to give j'onr ht*j»ts as early in the 
morning as yon can; that is. by the sjiriiig of tlie 
tlay. Fifthly anil lastly, rack your horse gently nji 
lo the starting jiost if there lx* any. making iiim 
smell at it. tli.it so he ma.v Isdli lx* acqnaiiitt*d with 
it and also know tlie )x‘ginniiig .-iiitl ending of the 
ctiurso. at near a tlirt*e-qu:»rters s»x*t*tl. and if it 
lx* ujion tilt* tlay of the Aveek his match is to fall 
in. tilt II at*«*ortliiig to his strength, gixxlness of 
wiml and clieerfnlness of spirit, run him tin* wlnde 
con.'se tliorow. and l»y no means tin anything in ex- 
tremity, or above his wind, hut when yon firni him 
a little yeeld. then ilraw a little am! givt* him eao*. 
that he may tlo all with jdeasnre am! not witli 
anguish, for his manner of traiMug Avill make him 
take th light in his hiliour ainl so the better t'ntinri* 
it. 

“5Vh *n you have finished yonr heat and gently gal- 
loj) him up anti dt*wn to rate liis wiml and cleiir his 
sjiirits you shall then (the grtnim being reatly) riile 
into some Avarm jilaee or corner, ami Avith your 
glassing or straping knife, matle either of sMune 
lirttken sword blaili* or a thin jiiect* of oltl hard 
oaken Avotitl, scrajie off the sweat from yonr horse 
in every jiart (buttocks cxcejitetl). until yon can 
make no more arise, still moving liim now ami then 
a little to kt*eji his linihs in motion, then Avith ilry 
tJoatlis rub him all over, and last t»f all Avalk him 
.ihout the fields to ctsd him, and Av!it*n yon fiml 
him begin to tlry apace, then raek him homewartls. 
stuiietimes st(*jijiiiig ami somi*timt*s gallojiing. hut 
hy no means tiring him to the statib* till you fiml 
hull tliorouglily tlry. 'riieii set liim uji and tj’ him 
to the rack, ami liaving prejiared it against yonr 
ctiming. give him this seouring; 

“Take an English jiint or Scotch inuti'likin of the 
syruji of roses, or. for want of it. tin* lik'* «|iiantity 
of strong hoiiyetl Avater. and tUssolve into it of 
esassia. agarick ami myrrhe. of each om* oniict*. 
shaking tiiem Avt 11 together in a glass, then lx ing 
mnr«I and made warm ujxui a gentle fin*, ami the 
1 orst* newly come fnun his heat, give it to liim 
lukewarm.” 

This dose Avas rejieated after every “heating” 
ouring tin* second fortnight, in AvliicIi “then* is no 
ilt*iilit but his hotly will lx; drawn iiuvanlly jiretty 
t Jean.” 

For the third fortnight the raci*r’s bn*ad avus matle 
of equal jinqiortituis of )M*ans anil Avheat. his heats 
wen* not quite so sliarp as lx*fore ami tin* sconriiigs 
gavt* place to cortlial balls math* up afttr “the trin* 
itfeijit t*f Mr. -Markhams, so nint h t steemet! by tlie 
generall.v of our Englisli farriers.’’ Tin; ingretiients 
AVt'n* “aiiist*ctls, cuniiiiseetls, feoin*grei*k seetls. ear - 
thamus st‘e<!s. elecamjiain roots and coltsfimt. of 
eat h two ounces, as also two ounces of the flour of 
brimstone, then an ounce of the Juice of liqnonrish. 
ilissolvotl on the fin* in half an English jiini of 
white Aviiie. wliieh tione, take of the eliymical oyl of 
aniset*(ls tun* ounce, or salb*t oyl. hoiie.v ainl mo- 
lasses, of eaih half an English pint, then mix all 
these with tin* ftirmer powdi*rs. and Avitli as much 
tine Avheat flower as will knit tln*m togt tlier into a 
stiff past, Avhich makt* iiitti halls as big as a lien’s 
egg. to give your horse as you shall fiml oecasio:i 
tor them.” 

These balls Avere given almost tiaily during the 
third fortiiiglit, sometinn*s aimt>intt*<i with fresli but- 
ter to jireveiit sickness, and again ilis tdved in s.ick 
ft*r tin* curt* tif ctdils. 

Thret* ji.irts «»f wln at to one jiart of beaus, kiieu'letl 
Avith strong new ah* and tin* wliite of twenty fiv<* or 
tliirty eggs were the iiigretlieiits of tin* raeer’s lir«‘:'.d 
f.»r the fourth, and final, fortnight of his truly grand 
prejiara.tion. “Yon shall make yonr lireatl minh 
finer tliaii lM‘fore.” says tin* author, “and with tlie 
t rust cut first away, and clean oats <lryt*tl and 

ilressetl. as also s«uin* pure sjilit l)t*aiis. all mixe.l 
t<»get!n*r. or severally as you shall think fit. Et*»*d 
your horse at liis ordinary meals, as you tlid in tin* 
secoinl and tliinl fortnights, tuilv in this last fort- 
night you shall t>hser\e these feiv din*ctious follow- 
ing: 

“First, you shall keep your heating days the first 
A\eek of tills foitaiglit. but tin* seeeinl or last week 
yon shall forbear one heat and not givt* your horse 
an.v, five il.iys liefon* his m;itch. luit for it give hiia 
only strong ainl long airings ami AAateriiig courses, 
ami if morning ami evening tiuriiig tin* fortnight 
you burn frankinceiice in tin* stable you Avill find 
it A-ery Avhtdesome for your horse, ami in* will also 
mightily tlelight in it. 

“This fortnight give him no hay hut Avliat he 
taketli out of your hand after his ln*ats. and also 
let tliat )ie in little tjuantity and elean tlustt-tl. 

“The last wet*k of this fortnight, if tin* horse lx* 
a foul feeder, you must use the niuzzlt* continually, 
but if a clean feeder then three days before the 
match is sufficient. 

“The morning of the day for the mateh come to 
him very early, and taking off liis muzzle give 
liim a Jiretty iiuantity of oats. Avashed in tlie whites 
ol eggs, niuskadiin* or cherrie, walk him ahroatl. 
bring him home ami jmttiiig on his muzzle let him 
rest until you liave Avaruiiig to make rt'atly. 

“When you ha\'e Avarniiig to m.-ke ready, take 
off his muzzle and jint tin his snaffle, being ‘washed 
in a litth* muskadiiie or fln*rrie, then bridle him 
iqi and aft(*r jiitehing the niniiiiig sathllt* ami girths 
Avith shoemaker’s wax. set it on and girt it. Being 
reatly to draw out, give him half an English jiiiit 
of mnskadine or eherrie. and so h-ad him awa.v. 
M'alk him softl.v to the starting jiost and there, 
starting fair. ix*rform you your jiart by running 
him t»» the greatest advantage he is cajiahh* of, 
ami leave the rest to provitlence. for although Ave 
are oldigetl to use the means and helps of secoiul 
fa uses, yet it is that Avhieh tletermiiieth all. even 
tlie most trivial actions any of us jxior mortals are 
concerned in.” 



FROM THREE TOES TO THOROUGHBRED. 



Story of the Horse from the Earliest Period of Life 
and His Development. 



Emhryo-ltoof(*d animals seem to liaA'e been the 
earliest land’s earliest life — antedating the duAvn of 
tlie Eot*(*ne perititl. 

I’rimar.v animals AA’ere divided by gn*at seholars 
into elasses ami gramlly ehristened. Here, lioAvever, 
the terms “evt*n-toed” anti “odtl- ttx*tl” shall serve. 

The tiriginal horse’s laxif “was toes.” as I’adtl.v 
woiiltl put it — a mitldle toe untl tAVo side toes. 

The eliaiige of the etjuine pedal e.xtreniity to a 
simjile htxif Avas very gradual. 

Tht* full roster of tlie Iioofed qnadrnjit*d faniil.v 
consists of horst*. ass, zebra and tjnagga. ‘.Ml are 
closely relaletl ami Avidely sejiaratt*il from other ex- 
isting mammals.” The royal horse alum* rejoices 
in the atlornmt*nt of a long tail ami mum*; the 
others have to be content Avith a eamlal ajijx>nduge 
resembling a stuffed pantomime stick Avith a bnneii 
of hair tied on to the end. 

By ami by a toe disapjx*ared. It is supposed that, 
at this timt*, the animal was not nincli bigger tlian 
a fox. Grmlnall.v it grew till, in the Miocein* jierititl, 
its AAUS as big as a slieep. In Pliocene times it hail 
rcachetl the size of a motlern donkey. Not until the 
rieiosticene era was tlie liorse of full horst* stature 
with the neek, limbs, teeth, botl.v, liair. hitle. litnifs 
and tail as Ave are familiar witli it ttulay. 

The early subdivision of the horse was Arab, Barb 
and Turk. 

The Arab aaus distinguislied for sjieed, docility, 
beant.v of form anil gracetiilness of motion. 

The Barb fathers the modern breeds of heav.v draft 
and cart horses. Tliey came from the vast exjianse 
of marsh and forest that stretehed, in the oltl days, 
across Enrojie from the Rhine east\A’urd to the 
Euxine Sea. 

The Turk w'as ancestor to the jAonies, Shetlands. 
M’elch ami Norwegians. Their first home seems to 
have been the iniifisxiitable region AvIiich ftirms the 
source of tlie Gangfs, Indus and Brahmaputra rivers, 
the crest of the Himalaya range. 

t’lothes began in Egypt — so did the horse — the use 
thereof, that is to sa.v, but there is adumbrate evi- 
deiu*e of the domestication of the horse before even 
the daun of history. 

It is in the highest degree foolish to siipjiose that 
any man, no matter how strong. lainrageoiiH or agile. 
entlri*lj’ unacquainted with ctjnestrlanism Avonltl ever 
succeed in catching, mounting and riding a wild 
horse. To capture an elephant or lion single-handed 
without mechanical or other aitl coulti not lie a nearer 
iinjiossiliility. It is done tfMla.r. granted, hnt man 
gained his jxiwer bj' capturing foals, bringing tiiem 
nji in captivity, and thus “catching on” to their 
“tricks ami manners.” 

(’ertainl.v one of the earliest high-tone patrons of 
the htirse aa’iis the jiropliet Mohamnietl. Before his 
time the Amb’s riches t*oiisiMtetl of camels, oxen, 
sliecp anti goats. Miihamnietl is famous as ffiniidt*r 
of a nligiuu and — the horse. The diffusitui of this 
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noblo animal throughout the w’orld is undoubtedly 
due to man. There is no trace of horse, as horse, 
anywhere before the l)eginning of the eighteenth 
century, B. C.; he is absent from Egyptian monu- 
ments or mention till then. 

Caesar makes the first reference to the English 
horse, praising the skill with which the native es- 
seradii handled their war chariots. This early 
British animal was probabl.v of the small, squat, 
shaggy iKuij' order. The Roman sewn crossed their 
large horses with these little mitives. 

With William the Conqueror came the Spanish 
stallion. 

Tho most interesting place in England is an 
old estate near Chester on the Liverpool road 
called The Baieh (spelling doubtful). It is nearly 
certain tliat William himself used it as his resi- 
dence. The oddest and oldest corner is a stable, 
made of a shallow cave with an addition of 
strong tiiul>eriug. It was here, under his per- 
sonal care, that the precious Spanish stallion lived. 
A door existed less than twenty years ago with 
some cliims.v lettering cut in, according to tradi- 
tion, with the Conqueror’s own hand. 

The Baich is zealously guarded private property 
which teems with the most ancient of English his- 
tory. The above has never l)een printed and the 
information only hap|>ens my way InM-ause a mem- 
ber of my family once lived next to The Baich and 
was privileged, as an extraordinary favor, to roam 
alK>ut the estate. She dist-overed this stable and 
several other very strange things. 

It is curious to notice that “agriculture seems to 
have been the last use to which tlie horse has been 
put.’’ A piece of Bayeux tai>estry represents a 
horse drawing a harrow. Previous to this, field 
work had been pre-empted by the ox; a law even 
existed in Wales forbidding the use of horses for 
plowing. 

In 1121 two eastern horses w’ere imported, one 
remaining in England, the other being sent as a 
present to King Alexander I., to the church of 
{Saint Andrew in Scotland. The presumption is 
that tliey were Barbs from Morocco. 

King John, the Magna Charta magnate, was a 
horsey man; he got over a hundred Flemish stal- 
lit ns to improve the agricultural breeds. 

Edward III. is to 1^ credited w’ith the intro- 
duction of fifty Spanish jennets. At this time 

tile cavalry charger was practically the cart horse 
of today; had to be to carry the iron-encased 
warrior of the era. 

With Richard III. came post horses and stages. 

With Henry VII. the gidding eventuated; a ne- 
c«‘ssity for it was the custom tiien for many owners 
to range tlieir lands indiscriminately. 

A statute of Henry VIII. is so full of interest to 
lovers of our royal aiiinuil that I do not apoligize 
for quoting it in full. 

In the thirty-second year of his reign this bill 
pertaining to the breeding of horses was passed: 

“For as much as the gineratiou and breed of 
good and strong horses within this realm extendetli, 
not only to gr«‘at help and defense of the same, but 
also to a great commodit.v and profit to the inhabi- 
tants tliercof which is now much decayed and dimin- 
ished, by reason tliat in forests, chases, moors and 
>vaste grounds within this realm, nags of small stat- i 
lire and little value 1m* not only suffered to pasture 
thereon, but also to cover mares feeding thi‘re, j 
whereof coineth in manner no profit or commodity.’’ \ 

Section 2 provided that “no entire horse above 
the age of two years and not iM'ing of the height 
of fifteen ‘handfuls’ shall be put to graze on any I 
common <»r waste himl in certain counties; anyone j 
was at liberty to seize a horse of unlawful height • 
and those whose duties it was to measure horses, 
but who refused to do so were to be fined forty 
shillings.” 

By section two all forests, chases, commons, etc., 
were to 1m* driven, within fifteen days of Miehel- 
mas day, and all horses, mares, and colts, not giving 
promise of being serviee.able animals, or of produc- 
ing them were to Im* killed. 

The aim of the act was to prevent the breeding 
of animals not calculated to proiluce the class of 
horse suited to the needs of the country. I 

This process seems worthy of imitation in vari- j 
oils quarters today. 

By still another act, after stating that the “breed [ 
of giM)d strong horses” was likel.v to diminish, it | 
was ordered that the owners of all parks .and in- j 
closed grounds to the extent of one mile should keep ! 
two mares thirteen h.ands high for breeding pur- 
poses or, if the extent of the ground v.as four 
miles, four mares. 

No iM*rson was allowed to wear silk or velvet 
unless their husliands eould afford to keep a horse ! 
all n-ady for war. If this ord<‘r was disolM*yed the 
offender was fin(*d ten iMjunds every three months. — 
History of Chester. Vol. VIII. 

The king also imported horses from Turkey, Na- 
ples and S]iftin. 

Bluff King Hal may have had very rocky matri- 
monial notions, but there was evidently nothing 
mu«*li the matter with him where horses were con- 
cerneil. 

Queen Elizabeth was devoted to horseflesh; rode 
in state t(> Sr. Raul’s ('athedral on a pillion. 

In James I.’s reign came the carriage, but it 
obtained slowly. He and his judges rode in st.ate 
cn horseback to ^^ ^•stnlinst(!r Hall The intr.Mluction 
of the carriage created a demand for a iight quick 
horse. Before that the pomlerous cart order of 
equines obtained in spite of vigorous attempts at 
1 anishicent, b:*eause his vogue came v.ntli chiv.ilry — 
“the first epoch of tl.e British horse.” Th.e advent 
of gunpowder did away with heavy armor for the 
cavalry soldier so that, at last, the call for lighter 
horses prevailed. 

James was a thorough sivirtsman. He gave the 
biggi‘st price then known, nearly 3.000 iKuinds, for 
an Arab stallion from Constantinople. This is the 
first autlientic account of the imiM)rtation of Arab 
blo(Ml ai d forms the first entry in tlic famous Stud 
BiMik oil such matters. 

But the Arab did not make .a hit, “more t'other.” 
The Duke of Newcastle, who was famous for his 
treatise on the horse, described the importation as 
“a small bay horse and not of ver.v excellent shaiM*,” 
An.vway, the beast neither prevailed as a race horse 
nor as a sire. 

Charles II. went into breeding with great vim. 
He sent his Master of the Horse abroad to aciiuire 
a number of stallions and nmres. They are full.v 
ent»*red in the venerable Stud Book as “Royal 
Mares.” One foaled in Englaml, a natural Barb 
mare, was sold by the stud master after Charles 
II. ’s death for $225 when twenty years old, being 
in foal by the Helmsley Turk. 

At the end of the reign of “.Tamie” the First, the 
c.arriage <|Uite suddenly lM*came the fashion ami, of 
course, was wildly overdone. Fashion is surely 
typical of unrestraint everywhere and in everything. 
In this instance, a statute had to be passed “to 
restrain the excessive and superfluous use of 
coaches.” 

James II. did little for breeding, though a good 
horseman. The great entry in the IStiid Book there- 
abouts was: 

“Stradling Turk brought into Kngl.ind by the 
Duke of B<»rwick from the siege of Bmiii.” 

Considerable horse interest attaches itself to Wil- 
liam III.’s reign. Three eastern horses appear 
therein: 

“. . . to which the nuMlern thoroughbred race 

horse traces back as the founder of his lineage.” 

The first of these was Byerly Turk. The animal 
was used as a charger by Captain Byerly in the 
Irish wars. 

The se<*ond was known as Darley Arabian, in- 
ti'oduced by a Mr. Darley of Aldby Park, Yorkshire, 
from Aleppo. 

'I'he third was the Godolphin Arabian, or Barb. 

“All horses now on the turf or at the stud, trace 
their ancestr.v in the direct male line to one or the 
other of these three, the Ultima Thule of racing 
pedigree.” 

AUSTRALIAN ARMY REMOUNT PROBLEM, 



The question of army remounts is being taken 
hold of in Australia with characteristic vigor and 
courage, and the latest newspa|M*rs from the island 
continent tell of imiMirtant proceedings at a con- 
fen*m*e on the subject held at MellMiurne, under the 
Chairmanship of the Quartermaster-General, Brig- 
adier-Gen. Stanley, It was participated in by the 
head of the Indian remount department, the Director 
of Rimiounts, the Chairman of the Australian Jock- 
ey (Tub, the Victoria Racing Club, tlie Victoria 
Amateur Turf Club, the Nation.il Agricultural 
and Industrial Association of Queensland, the Royal 
Agricultural Societies of Victoria, New' South Wales, 
South Australian, Western Australia, the Pastoral 
{h*eiety of Tasmania, and many other institutions 
ilevoted to the emimragement of agriculture and 
sttK*k- breeding. Their decisions, made public b.v 
the Minister for Defense, Senator Pearce, are of 
supreme interest in t'anada and ITuited States, 
where the same issue receives practically no sys- 
tematic attention. 

I’articularly noteworthy is the clean-cut declara- 
tion of the conference on the imiKirtanee of racing 
of a high class, w'hich is pronounced one of the es- 
sentials of success in the w'orking out of a remount 
scheme. The decisions w'cre as follows: 

“That this conference recognizes the urgent neces- 
sity of taking immediate steps towards placing the 
horse- brt*eding industry on a more satisfactory foot- 
ing, with a view to improving the type of horses 
raised m Australia. 

“That the first step to be taken is to provide for 
the eliirinatlon of unfit stallions, i. e., stallions af- 
fected with hereditary unsoundness or defective in 
type or conformation. 

“That this result can be acldeved only by legisla- 
tion, aud that if such legislation be not within the 



powers of the commonwealth parliament, steps 
should be taken to procure the enactment of uni- 
form measures by the parliaments of the states. 

“That suitable stallions should be provided to 
stand at a reasonable fee in districts fitted for the 
production of liorses of tlje class desired. 

“That a system of registration of mares suitable 
for breeding the type of horses reiiulred should be 
instituteil. 

“That a committee of competent persons should be 
formed in eacii state for the purpose of — (a) Deter- 
mining in what districts the scheme should be 
brought into oiieration; (b) determining the methods 
by wliich such stallions should be provided; (c) de- 
vising a scljeme for the registration of suitable 
mares and their progeny; (d) educating horse-breed- 
ers as to tlie tyi>e of horse required and the best 
metliods of raising them. 

“That such committee should W’ork under the 
supervision of a director, to be appointed by the 
Minister, and that the iH'rson to be so apiniinted 
should have an intimate knowledge of the capacity 
of Austnilia for horse-breeding puriKises, and of 
the nature and extent of the requirements of the 
Defence Department, of the Remount Department 
in India, and of the War Office, 

“That tlie certification of stallions and mares 
and all veterinar.v work necessary should be car- 
ried out b.v expt*rieiiced officers working under the 
direction of the committees in the several states. 

“That each State t’ommittee should have iKJwer 
to appoint hM*al committees in its state, and de- 
fine the powers and duties of such local commit- 
tees. 

“Th; t. in the opinion of this conference, the 
introduction of the totalizator throughout Australia 
would iirovide all revenue necessary for carrying out 
a scheme on the lines submitted if tw'o ;ind one- 
half per cent of the money passing through were 
appropriated for that puriMise. 

“That in any scheme for the improvement of 
horse breeding, the use of tlie thorouglibred stallion, 
which h.-is proved his worth on the race course, 
is essential, and that as a supply of suitable stal- 
lions can be obtained onl.v by the continuance of 
high-class horse nicing, a sufficient proportion of 
the totalizator revenue should 1m* retaineil by the 
racing clubs to ensure tlie provision of valuable 
stakes to be run for. 

“That agricultural societies should be encouraged 
to provide comiM*titions for stallions, mares, <*olts 
and fillies, suitable for military or general utility 
punioses (including novice classes), and that judges 
for tliose comiM*titions should 1m* m*rM)iis aciiuaiuted 
with military requirements: soundness to be re- 
garded as of primar.v imiMirtanee. 

“That the state authorities and agricultural so- 
cieties should lie invited to assist in educating 
breeders as to the type of horse required, and the 
lK*st methoil of produ<*iiig it. 

“That the standard price of horses purchased for 
military puriMises should Ik* adequate, having regard 
to the price of other live stock, and to the expense 
and loss necessarily incurred in attempting to breed 
to type. 

“That, with a view to the elimination of worth- 
less and inferior horses, the exiMirtation of horse- 
flesh as an article of foml should Im* encouraged. 

“That in the opinion of this conference it is not 
ilesiralile that the (iovernnient should embark uimui 
liorse- breeding o|>erutions as a commercial enterprise 
or on a large scale, but Government farms for ex- 
lierimental work would be desirable. 

“That inferior mares not suitable for breeding 
horses may Im* profitalily utilized for breeding mules, 
and that tlie breeding of mules should be en- 
ccuraged.”
